Officials stated that they had no actual evidence 
of th3 presence of nuclear werheeds but did display photographs of 
an installation which could be used to stare such warheads. It is 
conceivable thet the Soviets are reserving their option of actually 
controlling the warneads. 

Photcgraphs showed two types of offensive missile sites: one 
for medium range (1020 nautical miles) and the other for inser- 
mediate range (2200 nautical miles).
